One of the perennial arguments against the Electoral 
College system is the possibility that a presidential 
candidate could lose the nationwide popular vote and still 
win the election with a majority of state electoral votes. 
It is more than a possibility; it has happened twice in 
the nation’s history, although not in this century. 
This is because of the winner- take-all apsects of the 
system. A candidate need win by a margin erf but a single 
popular vote in any given state to take all of that state’s 
electoral votes. 
Another possibility is that no candidate would win a 
majority of electoral votes and the election would be 
thrown into the House of Representatives, where all 
kinds of wheeling and dealing would take place. This has 
also happened twice, in 1800 and 1824. 
But if the Electoral College system gives dispropor­ 
tionate weight to the small states, doing away with it in 
favor of the direct popular election of presidents, as has 
been proposed by the Carter administration, could just 
as undesirably swing too much influence to the large 
states. Or so argue a number of opponents of the 
proposal. 
Sen. Jim Allen, D-Ala., far instance, poses the 
hypothetical case in which *’ultraliberals” in the North 
could put up a presidential candidate from New York 
with its 6.5 million popular votes and a vice presidential 
candidate from neighboring Pennsylvania with its five 
million votes.

The central concern, however, should not be whether 
the direct popular election of presidents would enable 
Eastern liberals to take over the country (some would 
say they have already) or enable anyother political 
philosophy to do so. What is involved is the basic political 
compromise on which this nation was founded. 
We are a single people. But we are also a collection of 
50 separate and widely different states, joined together in 
a hoped-for more perfect union in which certain powers 
have been delegates to a central government for the 
common welfare, while all other powers are reserved by 
the people in their respective states. 
It is the extent to which the direct popular election of 
presidents might serve to erode this federal- state 
arrangement that deserves thoughtful consideration. 
On the one hand, there is the danger that the Electoral 
College system might sometime seriously thwart the will 
of the majority of Americans. On the other is the danger 
that its abolition might also abolish the important factor 
of regional political balance needed in a country as large 
and diverse as ouii. 
Some say, indeed, that it would doom the Republican 
party by destroying its traditional bases of strength in 
the smaller states, and at the same time encourage a 
multitude of s*plinter parties. 
Arguments on either side, and there are many more of 
them, can easily be overstated. Fortunately, even if 
Congress should pass a constitutional amendment 
providing for the direct election of president and vice 
president, it would still require ratification by 38 states, a 
years-long process that would allow plenty of time for 
thoughtful debate.

A NEW CANAL TREATY 
From The Boston Globe 
Nearly 10 years ago President 
Johnson committed the United 
States to 
negotiate a new 
Panama Canal treaty with the 
government of Panama. The 
negotiations 
have 
continued 
sporadically all that time and, 
despite a campaign promise by 
President Carter to wind them 
up early and a vigorous effort to 
push things along 
by his 
negotiating team, there are still 
some hard questions to be 
decided. 
There are still points at issue 


regarding 
the 
new 
treaty’s 
expiration date, a U.S. military 
presence and the future of U.S. 
residents of the 640-square-mile 
Canal Zone. The United States 
wants the new treaty to continue 
until 2025, at which tim e 
Panam a 
would 
take over 
completely. The Panamanians 
want it to end in 2000. The United 
States wants to keep a military 
force there; Panama now wants 
a United Nations force instead. 
Panama informally says the 
“Zonians” will beanble to keep 
their jobs, but the United States 
wants that written into the 
treaty. 
The basic issues - that there 
will be a new treaty and that the 
canal and the zone will even­ 
tually revert to Panama - were 
settled last year. With that out of 
the way it should only be a 
m atter of time before a final 
treaty is arrived at. But that 
probably won’t be the end of it. 
Preliminary rumblings in the 
Senate and Ronald Reagan's 
stand on the issue in the 
presidential primary campaign 
indicated that there is a strong 
bvein 
of sentiment in this 
country which condemns any 
“giveaway” of the canal. Mr.. 
C arter may have tougher 
negotiations with the Senate 
than he has had with Panama. 
The Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty 
of 1903 did grant the United 
States the right in perpetuity to 
use, occupy and defend the 
Canal Zone and to operate the 
canal. We got a bargain and now 
the Panamanians resent it. As 
they see it, Panama then was an 
immature new repurblic that 
was victimized by powerful 
foreign interests. The issue is 
extremely important in all of 
Latin America, and the future of 
our relations with nearly every 
country there depends on 
whether or not a satisfactory 
treaty can be arrived at. 
Those senators who will hoot 
about a canal “giveaway” and 
insist that the zone and canal are 
American property will only be 
encouraging trouble. The world 
has changed in 70 years and we 
must adjust to the new realities. 
The United States must get the 
best terms it can negotiate on 


the new treaty, but it will be 
disastrous if the Senate does not 
approve it.

many books there is no end“ 
(Ecclesiastes 12:12),- and now 
we can say, “Of making many 
Bibles there is no end,” for 
another translation seems to 
appear every week or so. An 
editin' is frustrated when con­ 
tributors do not indicate which 
version is used, and as for 
congregations, some of the more 
studious are interested in 
comparing what is read by what 
is in their hands, but the casual 
listener fails to get the oft- 
repeated text which cements it 
in the mind. The next generation 
may well be uncertain whether 
what they hear, even what they 
quote, is in the Bible. 


There is undoubted value to 
those who cannot read the 
original tongues, to have the 
nuances in a word or phrase 
brought out by a new tran­ 
slation. There is benefit for the 
unlettered in hearing or reading 
passages in the vernacular, but 
it seems to us that many of the 
new translations are merely 
different without making any 
distinction, and we may be 
forgiven for having a sneaking 
feeling that their main value is 
in making a bookseller’s profit. 
Of course, some of the ver­ 
sions are the product of a panel 
of 
scholars 
who 
have 
deliberated for years before 
deciding on the correct updating 
of a text, and the difficulty in 
doing this is illustrated by Dr. 
Jam es 
M offatt's comment 
when, being on the panel of 
scholars who produced the New 
English Bible, he had argued 
strongly against a certain in­ 
terpretation. “But,” said one of 
his colleagues, “this is the in­ 
terpretation you have adopted in 
your own translation of the New 
Testament.” “Yes,” said Dr. 
Moffatt, “but that is my tran­ 
slation; the New English Bible 
must have greater authority and 
therefore cannot take so many 
liberties." 
We 
have 
just 
received 
promotion material for a Bible 
translated from Aramaic, the 
language of Jesus, by Dr. 
George M. Lamsa, distributed 
by the Aramaic Bible Center of 
San Antonio, Texas. Some of the 
comparative verses are very 
challenging. For instance, the 
“jealous” God of Exodus 20:5 
becomes the “zealous” God. Not 
so easy to accept is Psalm 7:11 
which in the King James Ver­ 
sion reads, “God judgeth the 
righteous, and God is ingry with 
the wicked every day.” This 
becomes, “God is a righteous 
judge, yea, he is not angry every 
day.” In Matthew 27:46. the Cry 
of Dereliction, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” becomes, “My God, my 
God, for this I was spared." 
Now, it will be seen that such 
changes make for theological 
problems, and the only recourse 
for those who do not know 
Aramaic is to judge them in the 
light of the overall revelation of 
the Bible. And 
this is where 
any one recorded statement in 
the Bible has to rest. As the Rev. 
G. Aiken Taylor, editor of the 
Presbyterian 
Journal 
says. 
“Belief in biblical authority 
must come before belief in the 
inerrancy of the Scriptures. ’’ 


The literal accuracy of every 
word in Scripture is difficult to 
establish anyway. Were the 
authority of Scripture based 
upon inerrancy we would now 
know which part of Scripture td 
believe, for in minor matters the 
accounts vary. 
In Australia, the Good News 
Bible is being critized for con­ 
verting weights and measures 
into the metric system and 
thereby, 
say the pundits, 
altering the size of Noah’s ark 
and Goliath. But does it matter? 
In monetary matters how we do 
access values? It changes every 
day, and the measures in the 
Bible have had to stand cen­ 
turies of change. 
But the foundation truths of 
God’s love, His justice, His 
salvation, 
etc., 
are clearly 
stated in the Bible. Satys Rev. 
Aitken, “Those who profess to 
accept 
scriptural 
authority 
while 
rejecting 
scriptural 
inerrancy are not playing fast 
and loose with the truth. They do 
mean to retain ‘infalHble’ in 
their vocabulary. They embrace 
what they conceive to be God’s 
word with all the warmth of the 
biblical literalist.. .In the debate, 
both sides tend to overlook what 
is at issue: not the accuracy of 
the Bible so much as one’s at­ 
titude to the Bible.” 
Salvation Army doctrine 
states: “We believe that the 
scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments were given by in­ 
spiration of God and that they 
only constitute the divine rule of 
Christian faith and practice.”

Data is preparing to sell the 
S oviets a $13 m illion 
electronic brain which 
could be turned against us 
to track U.S. missiles, 
planes and submarines. It is 
also capable of decoding 
sensitive U.S. intelligence 
transmissions. 
The miracle machine is 
the Cyber 76, which will 
soon be on its way to the 
Soviet Union unless there is 
a last-minute stop order. It 
not only will be the largest 
computer ever delivered 
behind the Iron Curtain, but 
it is more than a decade 
ahead of the Soviets’ own 
computer technology. It 
operates at least 20 times 
faster than anything the 
Soviets produce. 
A top-secret interagency 
study warns tersely that the 
Soviets can convert the 
Cyber 76 to military use. Not 
only can it be used for 
tracking and decoding, but 
it could also improve the 
production of nuclear 
warheads, multiple-headed 
missiles, aircraft and other 
military hardware.

safeguard to prevent this, 
the study declares.

The sale of computers to 
Russia was pushed origi­ 
nally by ex-Secretary of 
S tate Henry K issinger. 
Eager to promote detente, 
he overruled military ob­ 
jections to earlier computer 
sales. Now that the Soviets 
have already received 
lesser computers, they will 
be enraged if the Cyber 76 is 
withheld from them, say our 
sources. 
One high official source, 
talking to us in confidence, 
related how a mysterious 
Soviet official showed up in 
the United States a few 
years ago. The Central In­ 
tellig en ce Agency im ­ 
mediately spotted him as a 
man with a purpose. He had 
come here, the CIA warned, 


to seek strategic U.S. com­ 
puters. 
The State Dept., under 
Kissinger, persuaded the 
CIA to soften its warning 
and to pass off the visitor as 
merely the houseguest of 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin. 
This helped lead to com­ 
puter sales not only to 
Russia but also to China and 
Hungary. In return for these 
sophisticated computers, 
according to an Interna­ 
tional Trade Commission 
report, the Soviets have 
offered the United States 
“horses, asses and mules” at 
favored prices. Russia’s 
famous vodka will also be 
sold to the United States at 
a tariff of $1.25 a gallon, in­ 
stead of the present $5. 
Frustrated U.S. officials 
complain that the Soviets 
are getting the best of the 
deal. They have gained 
strategic advances from the 
computers that have al­ 
ready been delivered, these 
officials assert. But the 
Cyber 76 would give them a 
technological boost that no 
amount of vodka could 
justify, they say. 
The secret study declares 
categ o rically th at the 
wonder machine both could 
and would be misused by 
the Kremlin for military 
purposes. Those officials 
who favor the sale contend, 
however, that the Soviets 
will use the Cyber 76 to in­ 
crease their participation in 
a world meteorological net­ 
work. The result, they say, 
would be better interna­ 
tional weather data, larger 
crops and fewer unexpected 
natural disasters. 
A spokesman for Control 
Data assured our reporter 
John Schubert that the com­ 
puter can be set up in 
Moscow in a way to prevent 
any misuse. Any diversion 
to military use, he said, 
could be detected im ­ 
mediately. Then Control 


Data would pull out its tech- 
1 nicians and refuse parts to 
i the Soviets, thus crippling 
, the electronic monster. 
But other computer ex­ 
perts told our reporter Tony 
C apaccio th at Control 
D ata’s argum ents are 
spurious. One former Con­ 
trol Data executive, refer- 
r i n g to t he a l l e g e d 
safeguards, said derisively: 
“That’s a joke.” Other ex­ 
perts agreed that the 
Soviets could train their 
own technicians and even­ 
tually locate parts from 
other countries. 
Footnote: At the Com­ 
merce Dept., spokesmen 
confirmed that the secret 
study disclosed “some prob- 
l e m s ” 
r e l a t i n g 
to 
safeguards against the 
misuse of the Cyber 76. But 
the draft report, said the 
spokesmen, wasn’t final. 
Our sources say that a 
license was about to be 
granted for exporting the 
miracle machine to Russia 
until we began asking ques­ 
tions. But Under Secretary 
Sidney Harman told us this 
was untrue. “I would guess 
t h a t it w o u l d n ’t be 
(licensed),” he said. 
Watch On Waata: The sto­ 
ry can now be told how Gen­ 
eral Dynamics collected $12 
million from the Navy 
because of a bungled Viet­ 
nam War project. The Navy 
asked the company to rush a 
design for the surface-to-air 
Standard Missile. In return, 
the Navy agreed to accept 
responsibility for any pro­ 
duction foul-ups. 
General Dynamics com­ 
pleted the design and then 
was awarded the contract 
to build the missile.

WASHINGTON- They said it 
couldn’t be done, but the U.S. 
Air Force managed to do it. It 
developed 
an 
airplane that 
would cost more than $100 
million. The B-l bomber, which 
will be ready for production as 
soon as President Carter gives 
the word, will be the most ex­ 
pensive aircraft in history; and 
since the Air Force wants to 
build 244 of them, it will cost the 
taxpayers conservatively $40 
billion, 
including 
operating 
expenses. 
I went to the Army-Navy 
Military 
Industrial 
Complex 
Club as soon as the an­ 
nouncement was made, and 
there was great rejoicing and 
excitement. Aircraft contrac­ 
tors were buying drinks for 
everyone. 
“The Navy scoffed at us,” an 
Air Force general said. “The 
Army laughed at us, and the 
civilians in the Pentagon said we 
were out of our minds. They 
claimed no matter what we put 
on the plane we could never 
break the $100 million barrier. ” 
“How on earth did you do it?” 
I asked in admiration. 
“We got together with our 
contractors, and we told them 
we wanted the most expensive 
bomber that money could buy. 
We wanted every sophisticated 
electronic gimmick they could 
think of. We wanted a plane that 
could fly high, a plane that could 
fly low, a plane that could carry 
nuclear warheads, supersonic 
missiles, Cruise missiles, and 
anything else they could think 
of. We said we wanted the 
biggest buck for the bang.” 
“What did the contractors 
say?” I asked. 
“They were thrilled,” the 
general told me. “No one had 
ever challenged them to make 
$100 million aircraft before.’ It 
wasn’t easy to think up new 
ideas to add to the cost, but we 
promised to work with them 
closely. 
“I’ll never forget the day the 
chief engineer from the com­ 
pany came in and said, ‘The best 
we can do is build you a $75 
million bomber. We can’t think 


of another piece of equipment to 
put on it.’ 
“Well, we really blew our 
stacks and told him if his 
company couldn’t come up with 
a $100 million plane we’d find 
one that could. We explained to 
him that the B-l bomber was the 
Air Force’s baby and the most 
vital strategic deterrent we had. 
If we couldn't make it expensive 
enough, the Navy wouldn't take 
it seriously. The Navy has been 
trying to sink the B - l ever since 
we thought of it. If we brought in 
our plane for less than $100 
million, the Navy could claim it 
wasn’t a deterrent at all.” 
"That must have frightened 
the engineer," I said. 
“Scared the pants off him. We 
sat down with him and asked if 
he had thought of windshield 
wipers and he said he hadn't. 
Then we asked him why the 
plane didn’t have whitewall 
tires. He couldn't explain it. We 
pointed out we needed leather 
seats and not the vinyl ones he 
had decided on. He kept writing 
figures 
down. 
The 
big 
breakthrough 
came, 
though, 
when someone thought of rear 
window 
defrosters. 
The 
engineer protested that if he put 
in rear window defrosters they 
would 
have to completely 
redesign the plane. ‘That’s what 
you’re paid for,’ we told him. 
"Well, it took some doing, but 
we got the price up to $101.7 
million, and now the Navy is fit 
to be tied. ” 
“I wonder what their answer 
will be?” I said. 
“They’ll probably try to come 
up with a plane of their own to 
match it. But they’re fighting 
among themselves. Half the 
Navy wants nuclear submarines 
and the other half wants nuclefcr 
carriers.

ELECTORAL COLLEGE 
(CONT.) 
One of the perennial argum ents against the E lectoral 
College system is the possibility that a presidential 
candidate could lose the nationwide popular vote and still 
win the election with a m ajority of state electoral votes. 
It is m ore than a possibility; it has happened twice in 
the nation’s history, although not in this century. 
This is because of the winner- take-all apsects of the 
system . A candidate need win by a m argin of but a single 
popular vote in any given state to take all of that sta te ’s 
electoral votes. 
Another possibility is th at no candidate would win a 
m ajority of electoral votes and the election would be 
thrown into the House of R epresentatives, w here all 
kinds of wheeling and dealing would take place. This has 
also happened twice, in 1800 and 1824. 
But if the Electoral College system gives dispropor­ 
tionate weight to the sm all states, doing aw ay with it in 
favor of the direct popular election of presidents, as has 
been proposed by the C arter adm inistration, could just 
as undesirably swing too m uch influence to the large 
states. Or so argue a num ber of opponents of the 
proposal. 
Sen. Jim Allen, D-Ala., for instance, poses the 
hypothetical case in which “ ultraliberals” in the North 
could put up a presidential candidate from New York 
with its 6.5 million popular votes and a vice presidential 
candidate from neighboring Pennsylvania with its five 
million votes. 
Such a ticket could gain, say, a 2.5- million vote 
m ajority in those two states alone. Another ticket could 
win the other 48 states with a 50,000-vote m argin in each, 
and still lose the election. 
This, says Allen, would give the political philosophy of 
large voting states too m uch of an advantage. 
The central concern, however, should not be w hether 
the direct popular election of presidents would enable 
E astern liberals to take over the country (som e would 
say they have already) or enable anyother political 
philosophy to do so. W hat is involved is the basic political 
com prom ise on which this nation was founded. 
We a re a single people. But we are also a collection of 
50 separate and widely different states, joined together in 
a hoped-for more perfect union in which certain powers 
have been delegates to a central governm ent for the 
common welfare, while all other powers are reserved by 
the people in their respective states. 
It is the extent to which the direct popular election of 
presidents m ight serve to erode this federal- state 
arrangem ent that deserves thoughtful consideration. 
On the one hand, there is the danger that the E lectoral 
College system m ight som etim e seriously thw art the will 
of the m ajority of A m ericans. On the other is the danger 
that its abolition m ight also abolish the im portant factor 
of regional political balance needed in a country as large 
and diverse as ours. 
Some say, indeed, that it would doom the Republican 
party by destroying its traditional bases of strength in 
the sm aller states, and a t the sam e tim e encourage a 
m ultitude of splinter parties. 
Argum ents on either side, and there are m any m ore of 
them , can easily be overstated. Fortunately, even if 
Congress should pass a constitutional am endm ent 
providing for the direct election of president and vice 
president, it would still require ratification by 38 states, a 
years-long process that would allow plenty of tim e for 
thoughtful debate.

The United States, he advises, should seek strong trade 
ties to African nations without regard to ideology, 
because “ when the fighting stops and the trading starts, 
we will w in” in com petition with com m unism . 
Any com parison between Vietnam in the 1950s and 
1960s and Africa in the 1970s is risky But the fact that we 
are gradually moving tow ard diplom atic and trade 
relations with our erstw hile enem ies in Hanoi, including 
possible oil exploration rights, suggests that a little 
paranoia back then and a little more faith in som ething 
beyond our m ilitary power m ight have spared us a great 
deal of tragedy

The Hay-Bunau-Varilla treaty 
of 1903 did grant the United 
States the right in perpetuity to 
use, occupy and defend the 
Canal Zone and to operate the 
canal We got a bargain and now 
the Panamanians resent it. As 
they see it, Panama then was an 
im m ature new repurblic that 
was 
victimized by 
powerful 
foreign interests The issue is 
extremely important in all of 
Latin America, and the future of 
our relations with nearly every 
country 
there depends 
on 
whether or not a satisfactory 
treaty can be arrived at. 
Those senators who will hoot 
about a canal “giveaway” and 
insist that the zone and canal are 
American property will only be 
encouraging trouble The world 
has changed in 70 years and we 
must adjust to the new realities.

Will We Give Soviets 
The Means to Destroy Us?

WASHINGTON - Control 
Data is preparing to sell the 
S o v ie ts a $13 m illio n 
e le c tro n ic b rain w hich 
could be turned against us 
to tra c k U.S. m issiles, 
planes and submarines. It is 
also capable of decoding 
sensitive U.S. intelligence 
transmissions. 
The m iracle machine is 
the Cyber 76, which will 
soon be on its way to the 
Soviet Union unless there is 
a last-minute stop order. It 
not only will be the largest 
com puter ever delivered 
behind the Iron Curtain, but 
it is more than a decade 
ahead of the Soviets' own 
co m p u ter technology. It 
operates at least 20 tim es 
faster than anything the 
Soviets produce. 
A top-secret interagency 
study warns tersely that the 
Soviets can convert the 
Cyber 76 to military use Not 
only can it be used for 
tracking and decoding, but 
it could also improve the 
p ro d u c tio n of n u c le a r 
warheads, multiple-headed 
missiles, aircraft and other 
m ilitary hardware. 
T h e r e 
is 
no 
s u r e 
safeguard to prevent this, 
the study declares. An in­ 
telligence source put it 
more bluntly. "For a few 
bucks," he told us, “we’re 
willing to give the Soviets 
the means to destroy us. 
We re becoming our own ex­ 
ecutioners.” 
Government officials, cit­ 


ing th e s tric t secrecy, 
refused to show us a copy of 
the study But sources with 
access to the original draft 
have told us of its warnings. 
T h ey f e a r it m ay be 
softened in order to make 
the com puter deal more 
palatable 
Control Data executives, 
in repeated meetings with 
U.S. officials, have insisted 
that the Cyber 76 will be 
used by the Soviets strictly 
to study the weather The 
company kept hammering 
at Washington to get an ex­ 
port license. Final Com­ 
merce Dept approval of the 
d eal, a c c o rd in g to our 
sources, was imminent until 
our inquiries caused some 
hesitation 
The sale of computers to 
Russia was pushed origi­ 
nally by ex-S ecretary of 
S ta te H en ry K issin g e r. 
Eager to promote detente, 
he overruled military ob­ 
jections to earlier computer 
sales. Now that the Soviets 
h av e a lre a d y re c e iv e d 
lesser com puters, they will 
be enraged if the Cyber 76 is 
withheld from them, say our 
sources 
One high official source, 
talking to us in confidence, 
related how a mysterious 
Soviet official showed up in 
the U nited States a few 
years ago. The Central In­ 
te llig e n c e A gency im ­ 
mediately spotted him as a 
man with a purpose He had 
come here, the CIA warned, 


to seek strategic U.S. com­ 
puters. 
The State Dept., under 
K issinger, persuaded the 
CIA to soften its warning 
and to pass off the visitor as 
m erely the houseguest of 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin. 
This helped lead to com­ 
p uter sales not only to 
Russia but also to China and 
Hungary. In return for these 
sophisticated 
com puters, 
according to an Interna­ 
tional T rade Commission 
report, the Soviets have 
offered the United States 
"horses, asses and mules" at 
fav o red p rice s R u ssia ’s 
famous vodka will also be 
sold to the United States at 
a tariff of $1 25 a gallon, in­ 
stead of the present $5 
Frustrated U.S. officials 
complain that the Soviets 
are getting the best of the 
deal. They have gained 
strategic advances from the 
com puters that have a l­ 
ready been delivered, these 
officials assert. But the 
Cyber 76 would give them a 
technological boost that no 
am ount of vodka could 
justify, they say. 
The secret study declares 
c a te g o ric a lly th a t th e 
wonder machine both could 
and would be misused by 
the Kremlin for military 
purposes. Those officials 
who favor the sale contend, 
however, that the Soviets 
will use the Cyber 76 to in­ 
crease their participation in 
a world meteorological net­ 
work The result, they say, 
would be better in te rn a ­ 
tional weather data, larger 
crops and fewer unexpected 
natural disasters. 
A spokesman for Control 
D ata assured our reporter 
John Schubert that the com­ 
puter can be set up in 
Moscow in a way to prevent 
any misuse Any diversion 
to military use, he said, 
c o u ld be d e te c te d im ­ 
m ediately. Then Control 


Data would pull out its tech­ 
nicians and refuse parts to 
the Soviets, thus crippling 
the electronic monster. 
But other computer ex­ 
perts told our reporter Tony 
C a p a c c io t h a t Cont rol 
D a t a ' s a r g u m e n t s a r e 
spurious One former Con­ 
trol Data executive, refer- 
r i n g t o t h e a l l e g e d 
safeguards, said derisively 
"T hat’s a joke.’’ Other ex­ 
p e r t s a g r e e d t h a t the 
Soviets could train their 
own technicians and even­ 
tually locate p arts from 
other countries.

m erce Dept., spokesm en 
confirmed that the secret 
study disclosed “some prob- 
l e m s " 
r e l a t i n g 
to 
s a f e g u a r d s against the 
misuse of the Cyber 76 But 
the draft report, said the 
spokesmen, wasn't final 
Our sources say that a 
license was about to be 
granted for exporting the 
m iracle machine to Russia 
until we began asking ques­ 
tions But Under Secretary 
Sidney Harman told us this 
was untrue "I would guess 
t h a t it w o u l d n ’t 
be 
(licensed),” he said 
Watch On Wasta: The sto­ 
ry can now be told how Gen­ 
eral Dynamics collected $12 
million from the Navy 
because of a bungled Viet­ 
nam War project The Navy 
asked the company to rush a 
design for the surface-to-air 
Standard Missile. In return, 
the Navy agreed to accept 
responsibility for any pro­ 
duction foul-ups 
General Dynamics com ­ 
pleted the design and then 
was awarded the contract 
to build the missile But the 
production engineers en­ 
countered problems caused

deliberated for years before 
deciding on the correct updating 
of a text, and the difficulty in 
doing this is illustrated by Dr 
Ja m es 
M offatt’s

when, being on the panel of 
scholars who produced the New 
English Bible, he had argued 
strongly against a certain in­ 
terpretation “ But.” said one of 
his colleagues, “ this is the in­ 
terpretation you have adopted in 
your own translation of the New 
Testam ent.” "Y es," said Dr. 
Moffatt, “ but that is my tran ­ 
slation; the New English Bible 
must have greater authority and 
therefore cannot take so many 
liberties." 
We 
have 
just 
received 
promotion m aterial for a Bible 
translated from Aramaic, the 
language 
of Jesus, 
by 
Dr 
George M Lamsa. distributed 
by the Aramaic Bible Center of 
San Antonio. Texas Some of the 
comparative verses are very 
challenging For instance, the 
“jealous" God of Exodus 20:5 
becomes the "zealous" God Not 
so easy to accept is Psalm 7:11 
which in the King Jam es Ver­ 
sion reads, "God judgeth the 
righteous, and God is mgry with 
the wicked every day." This 
becomes. "God is a righteous 
judge, yea. he is not angry every 
day." In Matthew 27:46. the Cry 
of Dereliction, “ My God. my 
God. why hast thou forsaken 
m e1" becomes, “ My God. my 
God, for this I was spared." 
Now, it will be seen that such 
changes make for theological 
problems, and the only recourse 
for those who do not know 
Aram aic is to judge them in the 
light of the overall revelation of 
the Bible And 
this is where 
any one recorded statement in 
the Bible has to rest As the Rev 
G Aiken Taylor, editor of the 
Presbyterian 
Journal 
says. 
"Belief 
in 
biblical authority 
must come before belief in the 
inerrancy of the Scriptures." 


The literal accuracy of every 
word in Scripture is difficult to 
establish anyway. 
Were the 
authority of Scripture based 
upon inerrancy we would now 
know which part of Scripture to 
believe, for in minor m atters the 
accounts vary. 
In Australia, the Good News 
Bible is being critized for con­ 
verting weights and measures 
into the metric system and 
thereby, 
say 
the 
pundits, 
altering the size of Noah’s ark 
and Goliath. But does it m atter? 
In monetary m atters how we do 
access values? It changes every 
day, and the measures in the 
Bible have had to stand cen­ 
turies of change. 
But the foundation truths of 
God’s love. His justice, His 
salvation, 
etc., 
are 
clearly 
stated in the Bible Satys Rev. 
Aitken, “Those who profess to 
accept 
scriptural 
authority 
while 
rejecting 
sc rip tu ral 
inerrancy are not playing fast 
and loose w ith the truth. They do 
mean to retain ‘infallible’ in 
their vocabulary. They embrace 
what they conceive to be God's 
word with all the warmth of the 
biblical literalist . . .In the debate, 
both sides tend to overlook what 
is at issue: not the accuracy of 
the Bible so much as one's a t­ 
titude to the Bible."

colored sales pitches invite

prizes merely by licking an en­ 
velope and mailing it in. They 
can play the game even without 
ordering anything. 
Reader’s Digest, which has 
given 
away 
801,636 
prizes 
worth $12.45 million since 1962, 
claims sweepstakes are “the 
most efficient and economical 
promotions we can find. 
“They enable us to tell our 
story to die maximum number 
of people in a minimum num­ 
ber of mailings,” the magazine 


said. However, it would not dis­ 
close other figures about its 
promotions. 
To subscribers, sweepstakes 
mean reduced prices as well as 
a chance at a prize. 
Reader’s Digest giveaways 
run four times a year with a 12- 
month rate of $4.97, $2 less than 
the regular subscription price 
and $3.43 below the single copy 
cost. 
Publishers 
Clearing 
House, a major direct mail sub­ 
scription agency, says it nego­ 
tiates 
discount 
subscription 
rates with magazines on a pub- 
lication-by-publication basis. 
But advertisers are skeptical 
of the cut-rate prices because 
they make it difficult to deter­ 
mine why readers are buying 
the publication. • 
“We 
are 
more 
skeptical 
about the value of someone who 
is motivated to become a sub­ 
scriber for other than simply ‘I 
want that magazine and I’m 
going to go out and lay out my 
money,’” said Jules Fine, exec­

While the sweepstakes may 
not tell much about the read­ 


ers, advertisers believe they 
can reveal a lot about the 
magazine.

No such deaths occurred 
in Missouri. 
"It would assure that fam i­ 
lies in a crisis situation are not 
treated as accounting numbers 
and thrown into the depths of 
despair over a few dollars owed 
a few days too long,” Levine 
said. His plan was endorsed by 
officials of the legal aid so­ 
cieties of St. Louis and Knasas 
City. 
Represenatives of the state 
gas, electric and w ater com­ 
panies voiced opposition to the 
proposed rule, many contending 
it would only encourage people 
to avoid paying their bills when 
they knew service could not be 
terminated. 
Gerald T. McNeive, attorney 
for the Gas Service Co. of Kan­ 
sas City, also objected to the 
entire proceedings contending 
that the commission cannot uni­ 
laterally throw out procedures 
used by utilites in term inating 
service. 
McNeive said the commission 
has to show his company’s pol­ 
icy, which disallows cutoffs if 
the tem perature is less than 20 
degrees, is unreasonable before 
it can be voided. Other utilites 
follow the sam e procedure. 
He also objected to the fact 
that he and another utility a t­ 
torney were not allowed to 
question persons speaking in fa­ 
vor of the proposed rule. 
John Baker, executive vice 


president of Missouri Public 
Service Co., said such a rule 
would only cause those who pay 
their bills to subsidize those 
who refuse. He said the subsidy 
would run into several hundred 
thousand dollars a year for the 
paying customers. 
“Fifteen per cent of all our 
customers are able to pay but 
unwilling to pay until they are 
faced in some instances with 
cutoff or actually cut off," Bak­ 
er said. 
During a four month strike in 
1971 when the company did not 
have personnel to term inate 
service, Baker said, delinquent 
accounts rose from 4.3 per cent 
to 8.7 per cent. By comparison, 
he said, delinquent accounts 
last November were 4.1 per 
cent and by the end of March 
only 3.2 per cent. 
Seventeen persons, most of 
them representing community 
organizations 
in 
St. 
Louis, 
spoke in favor of the proposed 
rule. They complained about 
their high monthly bills, which 
they said were estimated.
